"The Santa Ana branch of the 
Good Will Industries of Southern 
California, 1029 E ast Fourth street, 
Is one of the most valuable social 
agencies in Santa Ana and prob­ 
ably is the least known in the city, 
It is a charitable institution that 
does not ask for funds. It has not 
asked for aid from the community 
chest—yet it does more real serv­ 
ice for the poor than any one 
agency in the city.’* 
The Rev. Perry F. Schrock. pas­ 
tor of the First Congregational 
church, today made this declara­ 
tion, 
in 
commenting on charity 
agencies in the city. 
On the principle th at “charity 
begins at home,” the pastor urged 
that Santa Ana residents get a 
Good Will bag a t the Santa Ana 
branch and «save all their discard­ 
ed clothing for the home institu­ 
tion instead of giving it to agen­ 
cies that send it out of town. 
New Building Erected 
"The Santa Ana branch was es­ 
tablished in December. 1925, in the 
dilapidated hotel building near the 
Southern Pacific station,” the Rev. 
Air. Schrock said. 
"The 
old 
hotel 
structure 
was 
found to be uninhabitable and the 
owners agreed to replace it w ith a 
modern building if the Good W ill 
Industries would take a long-term 
lease. The old eyesore has been re­ 
placed by a creditable building. In 
July, 1926, the branch moved into 
the new building, occupying one 
room. That soon proved too small 
and another room was leased. The 
two rooms also will be inadequate 
in the near future. 
"Good Will takes old worn-out 
articles—clothing, shoes, furniture, 
in 
fact, 
anything. 
Persons 
who 
must have work in order to live 
are given work in repairing these 
articles. 
The 
articles 
then 
are 
placed in tho store and sold for 
small sums. The poor thus are able 
to secure necessary clothing a t a 
very lrw coft and many ax1© pro­ 
vided with work. 
"It is a genuine work of conser­ 
vation. It conserves w hat otherwise

their output. 
Growers In our own 
associations, 
who 
cleaned 
their 
trees early the past year, as well 
as growers who sold for cash at 
the beginning of the season, lost a 
large quantity of fruit when fig­ 
ured in packed boxes. 
Market Drops in August 
“W ith the exception of August, 
when the m arket declined some 
what, 
due to an 
over-shipmerit 
during that period, on account of 
fruit dropping In some sections, 
plus extreme quantities Of decidu­ 
ous fruit In all m arkets of the 
country, our sales averaged higner 
prices each month from May until 
November. 
“We feel that 1926 stands out as 
the greatest valencia orange sea 
son we have every experienced. We 
had the largest crop we have ever 
had, with very severe competition 
from a large crop of as fine qual­ 
ity tree and vine fruits th at has 
ever been marketed, and In the 
face of disastrous results on most 
of the competitive fruit, we were 
able to dispose of our fruit at 
prices that have never been ex­ 
ceeded, except In years of very 
short crops, 
due 
to 
freezes 
or 
losses from heavy wind*. 
Lemons Not So Good 
"As predicted In our last annual 
report, It was Impossible to ship 
and sell a t satisfactory prices all 
of the lemons grown In California 
the past year. 
About 75 per cent 
of the crop was moved. The prices 
received for that portion of the 
crop shipped were very good. but 
results to individual growers varied 
greatly, some growers experiencing 
a very fine season, while others 
received little or nothing for their 
fruit, depending entirely upon the 
quantity 
of 
suitable 
sizes 
and 
grades produced. 
Some districts 
had as fine a crop of lemons from 
the standpoint of quality and size 
as they ever produced, while other 
districts had a large portion of 
their crop running to small sizes 
and tree-ripe fruit. 
Our own dis­ 
trict happened to be In the latter 
class. 
The records of the Cali­ 
fornia 
Fruit 
Growers’ 
exchange 
sliow that sizes averaged smaller 
on all fruit shipped from this dis­ 
trict than any other section in 
California. 
This is not in the na- 
alibi, as our average 
the country. 
Orangs Report 
“Our small crop of navel oranges 
was moved during December, Ja n ­ 
uary and February a t prices, con­ 
sidering the time they were moved, 
that were satisfactory. 
“Our valencia crop, aside from 
being the largest in point of vol­ 
ume, was also of the best quality 
that has been grown in this dis­ 
trict for year». 
The percentage of 
first grade fruit was considerably 
in excess of any we have had for 
a long time and the eating quality 
was never better. 
The better ex­ 
terior quality of the fruit was, of 
course, due to the lack of winds 
during the previous fall and winter 
months 
which 
has, 
heretofore, 
caused' much scarred 
fruit, and 
the eating quality was not im ­ 
paired by even the slightest touch 
of frost. 
“The satisfactory quality of the 
fruit, as a whole, Is almost en­ 
tirely the answ er why prices re ­ 
ceived were higher than even the 
most optimistic expected under the 
movement of such a large crop. 
“We have never experienced a 
year when fruit grew as consistent­ 
ly throughout the summer months. 
With the exception of the first 
part of the season, our sizes were 
ideal. 
We believe growers gener­ 
ally should take cognizance of the 
normal growth that should be ex­ 
pected, and, unless for some very 
good reason, should pick for size 
on their first picks, thereby taking 
advantage of growth 
throughout 
the season, which, generally speak­ 
ing. 
should 
materially 
increase

Congress, on March 4, 19S5, pass­ 
ed an act giving courts of original 
Jurisdiction in criminal faxes, the 
right to place a defendant on pro 
batlon for a period not exceeding 
five years, and It ie under this law 
that Dr. Cook is making applica­ 
tion through hie attorney. 
Cook has served more than three 
years of his sentence and lf paroled 
for five years, would have to return 
and serve the remainder, six years 
and nine months, lf not pardoned 
in the meantime.

Sometimes it gives 
off a volcantlc steam and some­ 
times it doesn't. 
Sometimes the 
water surrounding it boils and dead 
sea lions and fish float upon the 
surface for miles around.

Your Income Tax 


This is on» of a series of articles, based en the revenue act «f 1925, 
written by the U. 8. Bureau of Internal Revenus. 


NO. 25 
To obtain a deduction for travel­ 
ing expenses, which form an im­ 
portant item in the returns of many 
taxpayers, certain regulations must 
be observed. The taxpayer is re­ 
quired to attach to his return a 
statem ent showing the nature of 
business in which engaged, number 
of days away from home during 
the taxable yeaç on account of bus­ 
iness, total am ount of expenses in­ 
cidental to 
meals 
and 
lodgings 
while absent from home on bus­ 
iness, and total am ount of "other 
expenses Incidental to travel and 
claimed as a deduction.” Among 
the “other expenses” are tip», which 
are held to be a p art of traveling 
expenses, provided they are reason­ 
able In am ount 
Traveling expenses are deduct­ 
ible only when the trip is on bus­ 
iness. They are limited to such 
expenses as are 
reasonable 
and 
necessary in the conduct of the 
business and directly attributable 
to it. Examples ara payment for 
the use of a sample room or the 
hire of vehicles in 
visiting 
cus­ 
tomers. 
If a person whose business re­ 
quired him to travel receives a sal­ 
ary as full compensation for his 
services, 
w ithout 
reimbursement 
for traveling expenses, or Is em ­ 
ployed on a commission hasis with 
no expense allowance, 
his travel­ 
ing expenses, including the entire 
amount expended for meals and 
lodging, are deductible from g ro ss,» 
income.

If a person receives a salary and 
is also repaid his actual traveling 
expenses, he m ust include in his 
gross income the amount so repaid, 
and may deduct such expenses.
